The invention is intended to solve the problem of better 
utilisation of the shelf space and/or shelf edge space on a 
shelf equipped with electronic labels. The problem is solved 
by arranging the electronic labels to show the price for more 
than one item on each label. 

Dl, which is considered to be the most relevant document, 
shows an electronic label system where more than one price is 
shown on each label. 

D2 shows the state of the art. 

The subject-matter of the independent claims 1, 5, 12, 13, 14, 
15, 17, and 18 therefore differs from this known Dl in that 
the shown further information is the price of another item 
where Dl teaches that it is the price for the same item but in 
another currency. It is considered obvious for a person 
skilled in the art faced with the problem of saving space on a 
shelf edge to use the knowledge from Dl to show more than one 
price on each price label. Since no unexpected technical 
effect has been achieved the invention defined in claims 1, 5, 
12, 13, 14, 15, 17, and 18 is not, considered to go beyond what 
can be expected from a person skilled in the art. Therefore, 
the invention defined in claims 1, 5, 12, 13, 14, 15, 17, and 
18 lacks inventive step.
